DETAILED ACTION 

Specification

(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS . 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) THE NAMES OF THE PARTIES TO A JOINT RESEARCH AGREEMENT. 

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1 .97 
and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the • 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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3. Claims 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In cl. 9: the second "a cylinder" (ref 17 in the Drawings) should be "a second cylinder" and 

in cl. 13-14: "a second cylinder" (ref 30 in the Drawings) should be "a third cylinder", in order 

to avoid confusion. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. the following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Neuerburg et al 
0529). 

cl. 9: hitching structure (3); cutting mechanism (mower 2); carrier beam (32); first (22) & 
second (37) articulation; 

maneuvering device/operating ram includes: cylinder (ram 24), first & second chambers (58, 59), 
floating piston (see fig 7), connected via pipes (62, 66) to hydraulic circuit of the motor (fig 7); 
lightening device includes: cylinder (ram 46) fed from an accumulator (47) via a pipe (see fig 7); 
cl. 10-12: 3-way valve (60, 64) & pipe (fig 7); flow limiter & anti-return valve (68, 69); 
cl. 13-16: third pivot articulation includes: cylinder (ram 53) with chambers (72, 73) & 
piston and pipes (fig 7) & control valve (75).
